REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The Final rejection still stands over the prior art of Berqer and Varqo As pointed out in the Final rejection. Berqer teaches a 
composite structure, comprising in order a substrate, a polvimide sealing layer, a SiQ2 ceramic layer, and a polvimide surface 
layer. Vargo teaches a composite structure, comprising two polymeric layers with a metal oxide layer in between. The 
polymeric layer can be polvimide or polvurethane. whereas the metal oxide layer can be silicon oxide. Thus, both Berqer and 
Vargo teach the presently claimed invention.
